PARIS, April 6.—The president 
of the Navel Committee of the 
French Senate, Gustave De Ker- 
guezec, in a statement to the Aaso- 
ciated Press today advocated the 
summoning of a Turther 
armament conference which would 
have for its ob‘ect the actual écrap- 
ping of the big navies of tie 
world. 

“I guarantee in the name of the 
French Parliament.” he declared, 
“that France will suppress her en- 
tire fleet if the other powers will do 
likewise.” 

For six years preceding 1921 M. 
De Kergueszec was a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies and served on 
the committee directing the naval 
budget. In his statement he said: 

“What we are coming to is an- 
other Washington treaty which will 
make an honest n of naval 
armaments.

EXPERT TELLS HOW 
TO TAME MOSQUITO 


DR. HEADLEE SAYS ABOLITION 
OF BREEDING PLACES 
WILL KILL OFF PEST 


When man suffers from an un- 
usual increase itn the Jersey 
“skheeter’ or his tribal clans 
of other communities, man has 
himeelf to blame, Dr. Thomas J. 
Headlee, entomologist of the New 
Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Btation, told the delegates of the 
convention of the New Jersey Mos- 
quito Extermination Association at 
the Ambassador tonight. Man in- 
terfores with natural waterways by 
damming or polluting them, he ex- 
plained, and thus begins the proc- 
ess which sets up new breeding 
places for the pests. 

Dr. Headliee, in reviewing the 
work already done to banish the 
“skeeter” from New Jersey. said 
that 140,000 acres of salt marsh 
lend have been drained, which 
means that this phase of the job 
is about 50 per cent accomplished. 
Sixty per cent of the 


nds have been eliminated, he 
said. He would not venture a cuess 
on how long it will take to make 
New Jersey nrosquitoless, saying 
that will depend upon several fac- 
tors, including finances. 

“In dealing with the mosquito 
question there are two sides to be 
taken Into consideration, the nature 
side and the human side,” he said. 
“Before anything can be done the 
nature eide has to be solved, and 
the nature side means studying the 
breeding places of the insect. Con- 
trary to what is generally be- 
lieved, mosquitoes do not breed in

Horace Beles Passes on at

Aged Democrat Figure 
in National Politics

In 1867 he moved to Waterioo, 
Iowa, where he became law part- 
ner of the late H. B. Allen. who 
died in Pasadena a year ago. He 
became prominent in lowa politics 
almost at once, and in 1890 was 
electe@ Governor, serving two 
terma, until 1894 He was of- 
fered the position of Secretary of 
Agriculture in President Cleve- 
land's Cabinet, but declined. In 
1896 he was runner-up at the 
Chicago convention which nomi- 
nated Bryan. After his retire- 
ment, he bought a tract of land 
in Canada and saw personally to 
its development. Three years ago 
he left Waterloo, lowa, finally, and 
lived alone in his Long Beach 
home, except for a nurse and 
housekeeper.

One feature of your reply which 
is wholly unsatisfactory to the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles is your position

tems has been solved. So far as 
Public Utilities is 
concerned, we are not opposing in 
any way the unification plan, but, 
knowing, as we do, that after this 
survey is completed that there is 
nothing binding upon the part of 


~ either party to this survey and 


that even though the report on the 
unification plan be satisfactory it 
could be abandoned and forgotten. 
The Board of Public Utilities does 
not propose to jeopardize the in- 
terests of the traveling public of 
Los Angeles by agreeing to wait a 
year or longer in the hope that 
something tangible will result 
therefrom.
